HOW TO MARK Pictures 

WITHOUT A CAMERA. 
It Is very easy to make plmtographa 
without a camera and for only a cent 
or two.; |r«|i oan make photographa 
of Aowera, • leaves and fema, aAd you 
can even copy portraits and any pic- 
ture- from a book or magaslns If it is 
printed^ on paper, that la white at the 
back, without a camera.' 

All you have to have Is a packet ot 
aslf-toning paper and one pound ot 
hypo, both ot these are eiieap and will 
make about twelve big photographs or 
forty-eight little ones. One aide of 
the self-toning paper la shiny and you 
muat bs caretiU not to expose it to 
the sunlight for if yon do it will turn 
black. 

Now we talte a piet-c of the self- 
toning paper Jnst'the size we want uur 
picture to be, then we take the leaves 
or fern ot' flower or whatever we want 
to photnsraph, and lay It down on the 
shiny side of the pajier. Now we jfet 
a piece of glius and a piece of heavy 
eardbpard, th^ earns else of glass, and 
two siastro bands to hold them togeth- 
er, "and put the glass over the fern 
and tha cardboard at tiu- imrk ot the 
paper; than slip a rubbe rlMtod on 
either end to hold it flrm. This Is to 
make our photograph clear. Now we 
take U out In the light and leave It In 
the s'un until the paper seen through 
the glass has tiirned quite black. Then 
I we must take It Indoors, and when w^ 
slip off the elaatic bands we ahall And 
tt wonderful picture of the leaves with 
all the delicate velna showing .clearly. 
I Hut if we should take thla photo- 
I graiih out In the sunlight again the 
leaves will turn black too. So we take 
about two teaapoonsful of hypo — hypo 
Is a powder which looka very much 
j like l)aklnK pow iler- and put It in a 
tdlsh and pour some water In on It. In 
! a few mlnutea the hypo will dissolve 
In tha water: then we put the photo- 
j graph In It and leave It tor ten mln- 
! utes. It will turn red at first but af- 
terwards it will turn black again. 
When this Is done, we take the photo- 
graph out and put it In a basin of clear 
water. It Is beat to leave the basin 
under a tap In the sink and let the 
water run Into It fur two hours. It 
mtist be waahed. In clear water for at 
leaat two lioars or it wUl not last. 
After thla la done we take the photo- 
graph out and let It dry and It la An- 
Ished. 

Soma iMople gather all kinda ot 
leaves and make the pictures Into a 
little album, with the name ot the tree 
each leaf came from underneath. 

Or if we want to copy a picture or 
photograph all we have to do ia to 
take the picture and place a piece ot 
telf-toning paper againal It. Then we 
put them both betw^n the glass and 
cardboard juat like we did the leaf 
and leave It In the sunlig'ht. But when 
we take, the paper out we shall And a 
copy on the self-toning paper but the 
black -lines of the picture are white 
In our photograph, and then we will 
have to take another photograph of 
our photograph and everything will be 
alright— with the black paru black and 
the white parts white Juat as -it should 
be. Tou can make photographs of 
SlaMigt iuiything in this way and It la 

ntucth fiiii.
